There are tricks in all trades, but in pugilism fhe op- 
portunities to introduce all sorts of ruses are many. 
While some of the tricks brought into play may not 
seem legitimate to serlous-minded persons, they are, 
nevertheless, effective. Boxers of the present day are 
craftier and more intelligent than those of two decades 
ago. They have made the business a study and are 
always alert to anything new to further their success, 
As s00n as anyone takes up pugilism for a livelihood 
his trainer or manager is certain to acquaint bim with 
rome new or old wrinkle that may be of some use to 
him in winning fights. If the fighter is quick to learn 
he will rapidly realize the efficacy of these tricks and 
utilize them at the earliest chance. Then if he has any 
ideas of his own he will improve on them to the ad- 
vantage of himself and probable detriment of his op- 
ponent. 

Probably no scrapper before the public to-day is 
more fertile In the way of tricks than is Kid McCoy, 
When McCoy was active in ring affairs he was ever 
scheming and planning how to get the better of an op- 
ponent in battle. His methods were original and have 
been copied by other fighters with success, Anybody 
who has been present at a fight In which McCoy was 
one of the principals has noticed that the first thing 
thatthe Kid did was to walk around the ring a few 
times apparently testing the floor to see if it was defec- 
tive in some way. Of course, this procedure is con- 
sidered proper, but McCoy’s real idea was to study his 
rival, at the same time planning how he would fight 
him. Another one of McCoy’s favorite tricks was to 
make his face appear blanched as he sat in his chair 
awaiting the beginning of the mill. McCoy is naturally 
pale and slender, but on the night of an important en- 
counter his face was of a ghastly pallor. 

His evident idea was to convey the impression 
among some of those who had made up their minds to 
back him that he was not in the best of condition. 
McCoy did this by smearing his face with powder in 
his dressing room. Of course, McCoy’s poor looks 
caused the odds to change, invariably in favor of his 
rival, Then usually there would be a concerted rush 
on the part of his intimate friends and admirers to put 
their money on him, and before the fight commenced 
McCoy would be preferred in the betting. 

A few years ago McCoy had some trouble with the 
mannger of an athletic club devoted to boxing. Some- 
how McCoy bad incurred the anger of the manager 
because he had the temerity to refuse an offer to fight 
before the latter’s club. The manager, who had the 
reputation of being arrogant and selfish, vowed that 
McCoy would never get a chance to appear in New 
York in a contest if he could possibly help it. The 
manager succeeded in barring McCoy for a time be- 
cause he had sufficient political power behind him to 
do #0, 

On the night of the Sharkey-Corbett scrap McCoy 
was determined to enter the club in order to challenge 
Somehow the manager got word of Mc- 
Coy’s intentions and left strict orders at the main 
entrance that McCoy must not be admitted. But Mc- 
Coy was resourceful enough and got in by disguising 
himself with a false mustache and slouch hat. But 
unfortunately he was detected before he could get into 
the ring. The manager, although thwarted, was com- 
pelled to admire McCoy’s ingenuity and allowed him 
to see the battle, provided he agreed not to do any 
challenging. McCoy adhered to this, but had the satis-

By the time he 
had gone a couple of rounds he had a regular armor 
casing on his knuckles, This enhanced his punching 
powers and protected his hands, 

Bob Fitzsimmons is what one would call a foxy and 
shrewd fighter. Fitz has introduced a number of 
clever wrinkles, but his favorite deception is to feign 
groguiness. In doing this the Cornishman has wona 
number of fights, because it invariably misled his op- 
ponent into leaving an opening which gave Fitz a 
chance to land a knockout blow. Bob did this when 
he fought Jim Corbett at Carson City. Corbett gave 
the Cornishman a severe trouncing during the fight in 
the early rounds. In the seventh, particularly, Fitz- 
simmons seemed to be hopelessly beaten, but he came 
back in the ensuing rounds and held his own. In the 
tenth and eleventh rounds Fitz appeared groggy, and 
Corbett thought he had him. But the wily ‘“‘old man” 
caught Corbett napping, landing a number of blows 
which aided him not a little in beating “Pompadour 





Jim.” When Fitz fought Gus Ruhblin at Madison 
Square Garden in 1900 he 
seemed to be mighty 
slow in the first round, 
Ruhilin did not have the 
slightest trouble in 
reaching him, and fairly 
smothered Fitz with 
punches, The large 
crowd thought that the 
Cornishman had gone 
back and that he would 
be an easy victim. But 
Fitz was only playing a 
prank,and in thesecond 
and third rounds he be- 
gan to fight with such 
viciousness that Rublin 


was not in it. He was 
simply lying for his 
noted solar plexus 
smash, which he got 
home without much 
trouble. When he met 


George Gardiner at San 
Francisco a few months 
ago no one in the build 
ing, not even Fitz’s 
seconds, knew that he 
had broken his hands or 
that he had suffered any 
pain, Although both 
hands were practically 
useless he kept swinging 
them as though they 
were intact.

Before Corbett was champion he worked a neat 
wrinkle on an unsuspecting opponent in Denver. The 
boys were matched to have it out for ten rounds 
Corbett’s adversary was hammering away for dear life, 
and Corbett went to the floor. To all appearances he 
was dazed and had difficulty in getting up. But he did, 
and staggered partly around the ring. His man, of 
course, thought that he was entirely gone and started 
to puton the finishing stroke. But before he knew 
where he was at Corbett let fly a stinging right, which | 
caught his opponent on the point of the chin. Down 
went the latter, and it was some time before the de- 
feated man came to, 

There was no craftier fighter in the business than 
Mysterious Billy Smith, although his tactics at times 
came in for a lot of adverse comment. Smith had the 
reputation of being a foul fighter because he was tricky 
and very aggressive. During one of his battles with | 
Joe Walcott, at Boston a few years ago, Smith gave the 
impression that he was biting Walcott. Every time 
he would rush the negro Smith would clinch if he 
could and then press bis face close to Walcott’s ear. 
Then he would grimace and make a bluff as if he 
wanted to bite the colored man’s ear. Usually he gave 
the member a pinch and Walcott seemed to be in 
agony. Smith kept this up until Walcott was forced 
to turn around and appeal to the referee. Evidently 
Smith was waiting for this, for when Walcott was not 
looking Smith would hook and swing until Walcott 
was compelled to forget the supposed attempt at | 
mayhem and protect himself. 

Some fighters often try to arouse the ire of each 
other by hurling epithets while in the ring. Charley 
Mitchell did this to Jim Corbett when they fought at 
Jacksonville for the heavyweight championship of the 
world in 18%. Previous to the match Mitchell and 
Corbett had been bitter enemies, When Corbett was 
matched to meet John L, Sullivan, Mitchell and Cor- 
bett got into a row ata Bowery theatre. The English- 
man did all he could to make Corbett angry, but the 
ex-champion wisely nursed his feelings and allowed 
better counsel to prevail. Mitchell after that thought 
that Corbett was a coward, and whenever he got the 
chance, either personally or through the medium of 
the newspapers, he would say uncouth things about 
the Californian. Mitchell seemed to be vindictive, and 
kept hounding Corbett until they were finally matched. 

Corbett is of a nervous temperament and impetuous. 
Mitchell knew this, and 
during the progress of 
the fight the English- 
man began by calling 
his opponent vile names, 
It was simply a trick of 
Mitchell’s to get Corbett 
to lose his head, This 
ruse succeeded admir- 
ably, and Corbett be- 
came as mad asa March 
hare.

Recurring again to the subject of jiu-jitsu, which is 
just now the most important branch of physical cul 
ture, here is what a recent dispatch from Washington, 
D. C., bas to say on the subject 

At the suggestion of the President, jiu-jitsu, as the 
Japanese system of self-<jefense is called, will probably 
be adopted asa part of the regular athletic training of 
officers and enlisted men 


in the army, navy and 


marine corps. Steps have been already taken to in- 
troduce the art into the Naval Academy. In a letter 
recently sent to the superintendent of that institution, 
Rear Admiral Taylor, chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, says that, “the President baving expressed a 
desire that some attempt be made to give instruction 
in expert Japanese wrestling to the midshipmen of the 
Naval Academy, with a view to the possible adoption 
of this system asa part of the regular athletic training 
of midshipmen, and if results are favorable to enlisted 
men also, it is desired that you take some steps imme 
diately in the direction indicated, as it would be very 
desirable to have some feat of this kind ineluded in the 
annual athletic exhibition if sufficient progress can be 
made by them.” 

In accordance with 


this instruction the superin- 


tendent of the Naval Academy has arranged to secure

bility of its adoption as part of the athletic training of 
future officers of the army and navy. According to 
Major Wood the art of jiu-jitsu, although it resembles 
wrestling, differs materially from that exercise as prac- 
ticed in England and in America, its main principle 
being not to match strength with strength, but rather 
to gain victory by yielding to strength. 

“There are various ways of gaining victory,” says 
Major Wood, “such as throwing heavily on the ground, 
choking the throat, holding down on the ground or 
pushing to a wall in such a way that an opponent can- 
not rise up or move freely, twisting or bending arms, 
legs or fingersin such a way that an opponent cannot 
bear pain, etc. There are various schools, and some of 
them practice all these methods, others only a few. 

“The most important principle of throwing, as prac- 
ticed, was to disturb the centre of gravity of an oppo- 
nent, and then pull or push in such a way that the 
opponent cannot stand, exerting skill rather than 
strength, 80 that he will lose his equilibrium and fall 
heavily tothe ground. A series of rules was taught 
respecting the diflerent motions of feet, legs, arms, 
hands, thighs and back in order to accomplish this 


object.
